He said that he and Tabert were 
oa friendly terms and that no mal- 
ic* or ill feeling existed between 
them. Convict guards report the 
alleged insubordination of Tabert 
Wednesday night and again Thurs- 
day, Higginbotham said, but it was 
not until Friday, upon the third 
report that he whipped the North 
Dakota boy 
"Why did you whip him?" he 


was asked.

< Higginbotham then told Tabert 
*to get down." the boss testified, 
and he administered eight lashes 
In the space of "about a minute." 
The whipping boss denied the 
truth of statements of state wit- 
nesses that he cursed, struck him 
more than eight blows with the 
lash and that he put his foot on 
the lad's 
Did you tell Tabert that you 


and an old man, Fisher, were 
running the whipping camp?" 


"No sir." 
"Did you strike Tabert 40 licks; 


50: 199; 187; 70?" 
In each case the answer was no. 
He said that after striking eight 


blows he dropped the lash and left 
It on the ground. It was a regu- 
lation strap weighing one pound 
and' eight ounces, he testified, and 
did not contain steel, iron or lead, 
but was made only of leather. 
Higginbotham said Tabert work- 
ed the rest of the week and was 
taken 111 at 10 a. m. Sunday. He 
said that he attempted to get med- 
ical attention for Tabert calling on 
Dr. T. Capers Jones, Putnam Lum- 
ber Company physician, twice in 
the morning and in the evening but 
that Jones was unable to visit 
Tabert until the next day. Hig- 
ginbotham said he visited the boy 
himself at frequent intervals dur- 
ing- his Illness. Tabert died Wed- 
nesday night, the whipping boss 
testified, "and was given a decent 
burial, in a suit of dark blue worst- 
ed clothes."
